Bitterly denouncing what he 
called recent U.S.-prompted raids 
on Cuban territory, Castro said: 
“We are prepared to fight them 
and answer in kind. United States 
leaders should think that if they 
are aiding terrorist plans to elimi- 
nate Cuban leaders, they them- 
selves will not be safe." 

Speaking with this correspond- 
ent at a Brazilian National Day 
reception in the Brazilian Em- 
bassy, Castro also disclosed that 
Cuba has not made up its mind
